WORN-OUT. 


Man, after all, is but a mae 
chine, working more or less under 
Divine guidance. Our bodies 
comprise” the -most wonderful 
mechanism conceivable, and for 
its control we have the greatest 
marvel of creation—the human 
brain: and the force that actuates 
it all.is expressed in the terms of 
the soul, Some of us are blessed 
with perfect patterns of tuis flesh 
and blood machinery, whilst 
others have defects that hamper 
the working processes through- 
out life. Sooner or later, we get 
run-down, and to start up again 
might required the greatest ex- 
penditure of skill.and patience; 
but inevitably we come to a 
stage where our capacity grows 
less and less, prior tou the final 
stoppage—our mechanism be- 
comes worn-cut. The strains and 
stresses, the overloads, of modern 
existence tend to hasten this 
process of wear and tear. Too 
often, the proper fuel for efficient 
absent, and the 
gradual stoppage gets “more 
marked., . 

In our modem scheme of 
things it may be that the strug- 
gle for efficiency tends to re- 
legate all worn-out buman beings 
—as with old, used machinery — 
to the scrap heap. But fortu- 
nately our modern civilisation 
has a word to say in the matter, 
and the human machine obtains 
& chance to run its full course. 
In. the cannibal islands. the 
aged men and women of the 
community aro set to climb trees, 
out of which, if shaken from 
their clinging hold, they fall to 
certain death. In civilised com- 
munities— whore even’@ faithful 
horse gets, a chance to die of old 
age—there is continuous evidence 
of the milk of human kindness 
in our treatment of the aged. 
There will always be hope for 
our species while this feeling of 
charitable compassion actuates 
our finer natures. " Grey hairs 
earn respect because of their 
evidence of long service; pro- 
sperity in old age is an honour- 
able attainment. Nevertheless, 
there ere the very many. worn 
out human frames -that can 
know lo ease except suth as 
our’charity will allow. In this 
part of the world we see a Greater 
process..of life's wastage,. We 
see the terrible toiling ofthat 


idea of co-ordinating the public|” 


emnibus services on the other 
side of the harbour. That is as 
it should be, Because the present 
competition, with the promise of 
mare to come, only tends to 
complicate the. situation. It is 
the intention of the Government 
to grant exclusive rights for such 
services, and when these are put 
into force for any particular area, 
the existing’ licences in respect 
of such area will ‘not be 
renewed. It is gratifying, also, 
to see, that the Govern- 
ment has promised to consider 
the feasibility of stipulating 
that the chassis and tyres of the 
motor buses ‘employed on pablic 
service be of British manufacture.

We are 
sure that foreign makers cannot 
raise any objection against sucha 
procedure when applied to public 
services. There is, ax we say.noain- 
terference with the importation of 
foreigncars buses or trucks} it 
is only a matter of stipulating 
certain makes for certain services 
which the Government , has 
the right to control. Looked at 
from, that standpoint, the suggest- 
ed preference appears in no sense 
unreasonable.

War on Mosquitoes. 


Wwe are glad to see that: the 
Governmenthas under consider- 
ation: the question of a bye-law 
making it ‘compulsory that the 
hollow parts of bamboo scaffold- 
ing shall’be filled up with cement 
or other substance, in order to 
prevent the breeding of mosqui- 
toes. This appears a more sensible 
plan than cutting the bamboos off 
at the joints, which might not 
always’.be, feasible. There is 
no dowbt “tBat at present the 
hollow cups of bamboo poles pro- 
vide very convenient breeding- 
places for these pests, especially 
after rain andthe consequent re- 
tention for days, in these hollows, 
of stagnant water. Some such 
bye-law as is now contemplated 
has tong been needed, for the 
evil has become more pronounced 
on account of the greatly increas- 
ed building activity in’ the 
Colony. Contractors are also 
guilty of much neglect in the 
matter’of leaving old tins and 
other receptacles lying abont on 
building sites, and also in letting 
pools of water stand for weeks at 
a time. There are, however, 
laws against this kind of- offence 
already, but weshould like to see 
them enforced much more strict- 
Iy than at present. _—

~ feast, having reference to the 
abolishing of restrictions by its 
observance, writes W. H. in the 
Borneo Mission Chronicle,

Agaic, if,as the name implies, a 
cleansing of the house is meant 
it is difficult to divine its purpose. 
In tha case of anew house it 
seenis to imply a port of consecr-, 
ation to good purposes, and tho 
formal renunciation of all that 
is accounted by Dyak custom 
immoral Its actual present sign- 
ifcance to the Dyak does not 
seem to go beyond the abservance 
of a custom made binding by 
tradition, and made desirable 
enough by the irksomeness of 
restrictions that tradition also 
enjoins until the mandi rumah 
has been duly observed. 

The Dyaks, having no separate 
buildings for courts of justice, 
workshops, factories or the like. 
transact all busines~ and perform 
all indoor labour within the house 

‘they live in, where the ruai or 
broad covered verandah affords 
ample space. But until the mandi 
rumah, no court may be held in 
it by the chief forthe settlement 
disputes; fines, if imposed, may 
not be paid: weaving and the 
making of blankets from bark 
(tekalong) are prohibited. Any 
person violating any of these 

. Tales must incur a penalty, which, 

takes the form of a sacrifice, to 
avert the misfortune resulting 
from such offence which would 
fall upon the inmates. Tnié con- 
dition-of things prevails unti! the 
mandi rumah. _ 

AFTER A GOOD HARVEST. 

The feast itself is generally 
held after a good harvest, pre- 
paration having been in hand for 
two or three months. When the 
time draws near “a promise of 
three days” (to borrow Dyak 
phraseology) is made. -The first 
day.is devoted to heban tangra 
(making the ladder for the house). 
The second duy isoccupied in the 
cooking of piring, i-c.. offerings 
that are to be mate to the gods 
at the feast. Invitations are

Exhibitions. 
In the vutskirts of London 


there are two Palaces which are 
worthy of ‘notice in connection 


-|with the British Empire Exhibi- 


tion, saysa homes paper. Weare 
not referring to Buckingham 
Palace, the abode of the King and 
Queen; the royal Palace at 
Hampton Court: Kensington 
Palace, where Queen Victoria 
was born; or Lambeth Palace, 
the seat-of the Bishop of London: 
but to the Crystal Palace in the 
south and Alexandra Palace in 
the north. Both these buildings 
are closely associated with British 
international exhibitions of former 
days. . ‘ 

If by’” exhibitions’ one means 
the display of goods and handi- 
crafts, thare have always been 
axhibitions. In using that name, 
however, we do not allude to 
bazaars or shows of a'‘minor kind, 
but to those great industrial cén- 
cerns where have been gathered 
together produce and workman- 
ship on a large scale. As far 
back as the year 1756—about the 
satne time that our Royal Acade- 
my opened its galleries to the 
publie—the productions of art and 
skill were collected snd displayed 
in London. for the purpose of 
stimulating public industry and

TOKYO'S CHILDREN. 


Many: Receive First Glass 
of Milk.. 


WELFARE WORKERS BUSY. 


Ten thousand undernourished 
Tokyo children many of whom 
have never been properly fed are 
being given rich milk and other 
nourishing foods at the expense 
ofthe municipality through the 


"| work of the Child Welfare Work 


Bureau of Tokyo. A sum of 
¥400,000 has been appropriated 
to carry on the work for a year. 
The movement started on 
January 15 in nine municipal 
charityschoolsand eight nurseries 
and already 32,000 portions ‘ of 
milr and 85,000 lunches had been 
served up to February 20. 
Many of the cbildre2 who 
come from poverty: stricken 
homes do not know what 
milk is and fail to  recog- 
nize as food mang of the ordinary 
nutritious articles of diet provid- 
ed. by the health authorities. 
Letters of appreciation for the 
wotk being done are pouring into 
the office of the Welfare .Bureau 
from grateful parents many’ of 
whom were left penniless by the 
September 1 catastrophe and 
have been unable to "provide 
properly for their children since. 
Tokyo Afunicipality supports 
12 charity primary schools with 
an attendance of 10,000 pupils 
and eight nurseries with 1,400 
children enrolled. Nine. of these 
insitution were destroyed by fire 
September 1 and are being con- 
ducted in temporary buildings. 
Forty percent. of the school 
children and 5 percent of those 


attending the nurseries are under- 


nourished due to the poverty of 
their parents, according ta the 
report of the Bureau authorities. 
AJl of the school children are 
given lugches, however, since 
those in charge of the work believe 
it inadvisable to segregate the un- 
der-nourished children from the 
rest by giving nourishment only 
to those who need it most. 
. LEADERS IN THE WORK. 
The nutrition work is being 


‘learried on by 80 social workers 


under the direction of Dr. Tadashi 
Saegi, president of the Imperial 
Government Institute for Nutri- 
‘tion, and Madam Hideko Inovye, 
professer of the Meijiro 
“Women’s College. Most of the 
workers are volunteers, 15 of 
them being graduates of the 
Mejiro Women's College and 
daughters of well-to-do families. 


More than half of the children |: 


do not like milk when it is first 
offered them, either because they 
have never tasted it before or 
through natural aversion. 

“Most of the children who dislik- 
ed milk and othernutritious foods 
prescribed . by the Imperial 
Government Institute now have 


jIearned to like them,” declared 


Mr. Eimatsu Okazaki, bead of 
the Child Welfare Work Bureau, 
in a statement to a Japan 
Advertiser representative: , 

While the ddcertiser represen- 
tative was in Mr. Okazaki's office, 
samples of bread and buns baked 


according to & recipe prepared by 
the Government Institute were 
submitted © for his -inspection. 
Women volunteer workers in the 
room were delving into health 
statistics and reports and dis- 
cussing systematic feeding of 
children.
